FEED IS SHORT 


Livestock numbers in Adams 


'County have decreased by 11,550 
as a result of bhe drought condi- 
tion, according to the report sent 
by the Adams County Agriculture 
Disaster Committee to the state's 
U. S. Department of Agriculture 
Disaster Committee. 


The 11,550 decline in livestock 


numbers, is 15 per cent of the 
77,000 head in the county at the 
beginning of the present drought, 
according to the report, which 
also estimates a further decline 
of 2,310 in livestock numbers as 
a result of the dry weather. 


Dry weather cut hay and rough- 


age production in the county by 
50 per cent, cut corn production 
by 60 per cent and barley produc- 
tion by 24 per cent. 
FEED PRODUCTION HIT 


The report showed corn pro- 


duction of 800,000 bushels corn- 
pared to a normal with average 
weather of 2,000,000 bushels. Oats 
production at 200,000 bushels was 
listed as normal. Barley produc- 
tion was down from a normal of 
230,000 bushels to 175,000. Last 
year, according to the report, pro- 
duction in the county was 1,649,300 
bushels of corn, 180,000 bushels of 
oats and 223,200 bushels of barley. 


According to the report, had 


this been a year with normal 
•weather, the farmers would have 
produced 46,000 tons of clover- 
timothy hay, 22,000 tons of alfalfa, 
18,000 tons of hay silage and 
54,000 tons of corn silage. The 
production this year was 23,000 
tons of clover-timothy, 11,000 tons 
alfalfa, 9,000 tons of hay silage 
and 27,000 tons of corn silage. 


Normally, according to the re- 


port, the county's livestock men 
grew 50 per cent of their feed 
grain, 20 per cent is grown by 
-other county farmers and 30 per 


cent is shipped into the county.

"Meat 
is very high in protein, and all 
protein foods are cooked at a low 
temperature; they are toughened 
by high temperatures." She re- 
minded the women that tongs 
should be used to turn the meat 
so that the lean meat would not 
be pierced and the juices allowed 
to escape.

FEED IS SHORT 


Livestock numbers in Adams 
County have decreased by 11,550 
as a result of the drought condi­ 
tion. according to the report sent 
by the Adams County Agriculture 
Disaster Committee to the state’s 
ll. S. Department of Agriculture 
Disaster Committee. 
The 11,550 decline in livestock 
numbers, is 15 per cent of the 
77.000 head in the county at the 
beginning of the present drought, 
according to the report, which 
also estimates a further decline 
of 2.310 in livestock numbers as 
a result of the dry weather. 
Dry weather cut hay and rough­ 
age production in the county by 
50 per cent, cut corn production 
by 60 per cent and barley produc­ 
tion by 24 per cent. 
FEED PRODUCTION HIT 
The report showed corn pro 
ductton of 800.000 bushels com­ 
pared to a normal with average 
weather of 2,000,000 bushels. Oats 
production at 200.000 bushels was 
listed as normal. Barley produc­ 
tion was down from a normal of 
220.000 bushels to 175.000 
Last 
year, according to the report, pro­ 
duction in the county was 1.649.300 
bushels of corn, 160.000 bushels of 
oats and 223,200 bushels of barley. 
According to the report, had 
this been a year with normal 
weather, the farmers would have 
produced 46.000 tons of c lover- 
timothy hay, 22,000 tons of alfalfa. 
18.000 tons of hay silage and 
54.000 tons of corn silage. The 
production this year was 23.000 
tons of ctover-timothy, 11,000 tons 
alfalfa. 9,000 tons of hay silage 
and 27,000 tons of com silage. 
Normally, according to the re­ 
port. the county’s livestock men 
grew 50 per cent of their feed 
grain, 20 per cent is grown by 
other county farmers and 30 per 
cent is shipped into the county.

The registered Republican ma* 
ority in Adams County, which 
reached its lowest point in decades 
last October, continues to rise 
slowly, according to the report by 
the election board clerks on the 
present registration rn the county. 
Last 
October 
the 
tabulation 
showed the Republican majority 
down to 624. following a slow de­ 
cline year after year from a one­ 
time high of several thousand over 
the Democrats. 
A change in the trend began 
last winter and by April the Re­ 
publicans had bolstered their lead 
to 1.765, Since the primary the 
Republicans have gained 35 and 
now have a 1,740 majority. The 
totals are 12,143 Republicans and 
10.463 Democrats. 
Meantime the total registration 
fell from 24.161 in October, 1962, 
to a tow of 22.597 in April and is 
now up to 22,853. 
307 ARE NONPARTISAN 
The numbered of registered vot­ 
ers fluctuates from year to year 
depending upon the "im portance” 
of the election. It is anticipated 
that the number of registered 
voters will rocket next year with 
the presidential election. Then it 
will dip the following year, gain­ 
ing again in the gubernatorial 
election year, then declining once 
again for the "off y ear"—such as 
this year when the main offices 
to be filled are local and county. 
The report shows there are 11,- 
846 male and 11,067 female voters 
registered in the county. There 
are 6.227 Republican men, 5,916 
Republican women; 5,439 Demo­ 
cratic men, 4,964 Democratic wom­ 
en; 180 nonpartisan men and 127 
nonpartisan women. 
In Gettysburg, the women vot­ 
ers outnumber the men, 1,730 to 
1,593.

DROUGHT CUTS 
LIVESTOCK ON 
ADAMS FARMS; 
FEED IS SHORT 


Livestock numbers in Adams 


"County have decreased by 11,550 
as a result of the drought condi- 
tion, according to the report sent 
by the Adams County Agriculture 
Disaster Committee to the state's 
U. S. Department of Agriculture 
Disaster Committee. 


The 11,550 decline in livestock 


numbers, is 15 per cent of bhe 
77,000 head in the county at the 
beginning of the present drought, 
according to the report, which 
also estimates a further decline 
of 2,310 in livestock numbers as 
a result of the dry weather. 


Dry weather cut hay and rough- 


age production in the county by 
50 per cent, cut corn production 
by 60 per cent and barley produc- 
tion by 24 per cent. 
FEED PRODUCTION HIT 


The report showed corn pro- 


duction of 800,000 bushels com- 
pared to a normal with average 
weather of 2,000,000 bushels. Oats 
production at 200,000 bushels was 
listed as normal. Barley produc- 
tion was down from a normal of 
230,000 bushels to 175,000. Last 
year, according to the report, pro- 
duction in the county was 1,649,300 
bushels of corn, 160,000 bushels of 
oats and 223,200 bushels of barley. 


According to the report, had 


this been a year with normal 
weather, the farmers would have 
produced 46,000 tons of clover- 
timothy hay, 22,000 tons of alfalfa, 
18,000 tons of hay silage and 
54,000 tons of corn silage. The 
production this year was 23,000 
tons of clover-timothy, 11,000 tons 
alfalfa, 9,000 tons of hay silage 
and 27,000 tons of com silage. 


Normally, according to tine re- 


port, the county's livestock men 
grew 50 per cent of their feed 
grain, 20 per cent is grown by 
•other county farmers and 30 per 
cent is shipped into the county.

A change in the trend began 


last winter and by April the Re- 
publicans had bolstered their lead 
to 1,705.

fell from 24,161 in October, 1962, 
to a low of 22,597 in April and is 
now up to 22.853.

The numbered of registered vot- 


ers fluctuates from year to year 
depending upon the "importance" 
of the election. It is anticipated 
iihat the number of registered 
voters will rocket next year with 
the presidential election. Then it 
will dip the following year, gam- 
ing again in the . gubernatorial 
election year, then declining once 
again for the "off year"—such as 
this year when the main offices 
to be filled are local and county. 


The report shows there are 11,- 


846 male and 11,007 female voters 
registered in the county. There 
are 6,227 Republican men, 5,916 
Republican women; 5,439 Demo- 
cratic men, 4,964 Democratic wom- 
en; 180 nonpartisan men and 127 
nonpartisan women.

GIANTS SEND

NEW YORK (AP)—Forced into 
an early-season shift in manpower 
in their quest for a third straight 
Eastern Division title in the Na­ 
tional Football League, the New 
York Giants have traded reserve 
quarterback Ralph Guglielmi.

DODGER GLEE 
IN CLUBHOUSE 
JUST “SO-SO”

LOS ANGELES (AP)-The Los 
Angeles Dodgers had just clinched 
their first National League pen­ 
nant in four years and all but 
obliterated the memory of their 
humiliating collapse in 1962. 
Clearly, this was an occasion 
that called for a little disorderly 
conduct. Tradition demanded the 
dressing room be left awash in 
champagne.

Armored Division To Show

WASHINGTON <AP>-The dra­ 
matic airlift of a full armored div­ 
ision to Germany next 
month 
may foreshadow eventual with­ 
drawal of sizable U.S. combat 
forces from Europe and perhaps 
the Far East.

mediate retrenchment but Penta­ 
gon strategists are tending in that 
direction in their thinking some 
years ahead. 
Among other things any such 
pullback would ease the balance 
of payments problem by reducing 
U. S. spending overseas. 
The aims of

18.000-man 
Army-Air Force exercise called 
"Big Lift"—the most ambitious 
long-range air movement of fight­ 
ing men in history—are a mixture 
of the military and the political. 
From the military standpoint, 
Big Lift is designed to test out 
the capability of this country’s 
rapidly 
growing 
Military 
Air 
Transport fleet to rush large num 
bors of troops to overseas trouble- 
spot s and get them into action 
within a few days. 
The demonstration of this capa­ 
bility also would yield important 
political dividends in showing Al 
lied nations that the United States 
need not keep large ground fight­ 
ing formations stationed in Europe 
to carry out the U S. commitment 
to 
defend 
the 
North 
Atlantic 
Treaty Organization area. 
Further, it is felt the spectacle 
of 
15,000 soldiers being flown 
across the Atlantic in hundreds of 
transports in only three days — 
and their readiness for battle soon 
afterward — will provide a telling 
lesson for the Russians and Red 
Chinese.

MOSCOW (AP)—Soviet citizens, 
who doubtless eat more bread 
than any other single food, are 
being told at private meetings and 
in the press to ease an acute 
shortage by getting along with 
less. 
local leaders are being warned 
that bread must be saved and that 
prices may be raised 
Despite these warnings there ap­ 
pears no great probability that 
any Soviet citizen will go serioi»ly 
short of bread. 
Emergency 
wheat 
purchases 
abroad, running about 7 million 
tons, will offset crop losses during 
the past year due to drought and

All the action of "Gettys- 
burg" and the music as well, 
points toward tee famous address 
of Abraham Lincoln on the Civil 
War battlefield of Gettysburg, but 
the nearest that Lincoln comes to 
the audience is the intonation of 
the address itself by an off-stage 
voice.

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Pa. Communities UrgedTo 
Plan Ahead For Adequate 
Supply Of Quality Water 


EDITORS 
NOTE: 
Prolonged 
dry’ weather has plagued fanner 
and city fol alike in Pennsylvania 
for the past two summers Many 
communities have found them* 
pelves with virtually no water. 
Harry A. Dewire, chief of the Wa­ 
ter Supply Section in the state 
Health Department, tells the As­ 
sociated Press just what Pennsyl­ 
vania is doing in an effort to halt 
this increasing problem.)

HARRISBURG (AP>-The post­ 
er shows a camel standing on a 
deserted city street. 
Printed below in bold black let­ 
ters: “ Don’t Let Your Town Die 
of Thirst Support an Adequate 
Water Supply." 
A grim reminder to Pennsylva­ 
nia communities that they must 
think ahead, plan for the future. 
to avert the disastrous aftermath 
of drought. 
HANOVER HARD HIT 
The state Health Department Is 
right now conducting an all-out 
campaign to convince communities 
they must construct needed facil­ 
ities—not just for an adequate wa­ 
ter supply, but for “quality” wa­ 
ter. 
“Nothing has pointed up this 
need more dramatically than the 
last two summers." says Harry 
A. Dewire, chief of the depart­ 
ment’s Water Supply Section. 
This past summer alone, exces- 
tfve dry weather has depleted the 


water supplies of at least eight 
communities. Dewire noted 
One of the hardest hit areas is 
Hanover, Pa., where drastic re- 
sectio n s, even to the point of 
shutting down 
industries which 
draw on the community supply I 
have been threatened unless re­ 
lief comes. 
The Hanover Municipal Water 
Works Commission reported last I 
week the water level at the Shop- • 
pard and Myers impounding dam 
was more than 110 inches below 
normal. 
EMERGENCY STEPS 
Emergency regulations restrict­ 
ing the sprinkling of lawns, wash- 
ing cars and use of water for 
swimming or wading pools were 
imposed Aug 13. One week later, 
the commission ordered a halt to 
the use of public water for air 
conditioners. 
Hanover is not the only area. 
Dew ire says the same scene is 
being repeated in Milton; Logan­ 
ville; Coaldale. Bedford County; 
Delaware Water Gap; 
Bangor; 
Ebensburg, and Portland, North­ 
ampton County. 
Last year it was 17, this year 
eight with possibly more to come. 
In 19S7. there were 34 commu­ 
nities unable to meet the demand 
for water. 
WAIT FOR RELIEF 
"We’re in the critical period 
now,” Dewaire explained, "and 
this generally lasts until the end 
of December.” 
Hopefully, the snow and rains 


will relieve the problem then. 
“ If we have a screwball winter 
with heavy frost, the recharge of 
ground water won’t take place un- 
til spring.” Dewire said. 
What can a community do? 
Nothing once the drought is 
here. 
EBENSBURG ACTED 
“W’hat they must do is go to 
work 
b e f o r e the emergency 
arises," said Dewire 
“Long be­ 
fore a community is affected by 
a dry spell, it must take a hard 
look at its own situation. It must 
find and d e v e l o p additional 
sources of water for both pres­ 
ent and future use.” 
An example is Ebensburg, The 
Cambria County community suf­ 
fered a severely from last sum­ 
mer’s drought. Now it is in the 
process of constructing a huge 
impounding reservoir for em er­ 
gency purposes. The dam won t 
he finished for quite awhile, but 
Ebensburg is one community that 
realized something had to be done. 
Dewire says emergency sources 
can consist of streams, ponds, 
springs, wells, practically any­ 
thing of ground or surface water 
nature. 
ENCOURAGE ACTION 
“The problem is encouraging 
communities and private water 
companies to take action,” De­ 
wire said. “We don't like to order 
it and we can't finance it. We are 
a service agency. We suggest and 
make recommendations. But the 
many communities feel it couldn’t 
happen to them, until it does.” 
The Health Department with the 
aid of the American Water Works 
Association is doing everything it 
can do to impress on communities 
the importance of good emergency 
water supplies. 
That’s where the poster comes 
in. It has appeared in dozens of 


magazines and 
pamphlets pub- 
lislied 
by t he 
AWWA. 
Dewire 
himself has used it several times 
to dramatize his plea. 
TAKES SEVERAL YEARS 
It will get worse before it gets 
better unless the people wake up 
to the fact that they must plan 
ahead." he said. 
Some federal money is 
avail­ 
able for such undertakings but in 
most instances the community wa­ 
ter supply is privately owned. 
Dewire estimated that it usually 
takes two to three years before 
construction 
of emergency 
im­ 
pounding reservoirs and the like 
are completed and effective. 
ULTIMATE GOAL 
“ Engineers must be engaged to 
make the study, then the project 
gos into the planning stages, then 
actually construction,” he said. 
’’Our field staff men are doing all 
they can to promote the idea. 
“Our ultimate goal is to get the 
communities so they don’t have 
to worry about droughts. Many 
emergency sources of water in 
Pennsylvania now are only ade­ 
quate and sometimes even danger, 
ous, It is something they ane 
forced to turn to. We want com­ 
munities to plan ahead for emer* 
gencies so they wil lalways have 
a ‘quality water’—water they can 
use freely and safely at all times.

Needlecraft 
$236 MILLION 
MEDICAL BILL 
SIGNED BY JFK 


WASHINGTON (A P)-President 
Kennedy signed “ with great sat­ 
isfaction” today the $236.4 million 
bill to help build new medical and 
dental schools and to help stu­ 
dents attend such institutions. 
The three-year measure is the 
first new Kennedy program to 
clear the 88th Congress. Similar 
legislation has been under consid­ 
eration at the Capitol since 1950 
The President .asked for the bill 
in his health message to help 
avert what he said could be a 
“particularly 
serious 
shortage" 
of doctors and dentists in the 
next decade. 
He estimated that even to con­ 
tinue present ratios of service 
would require a 50 per cent in­ 
crease in dental graduates in the 
next IO years. 
HEIP 10,000 
The bill would help an estimat­ 
ed 10.000 students with loans of up 
to $2,000 over the next three years 
and also make it possible to build 
several new medical and dental

OIL COMPANIES 
SEEK DEPOSITS 
IN NORTH SEA

aerial survey by a Philadelphia 
firm prove rewarding.

Corp., a division of Litton Indus­ 
tries. is conducting a full aerial 
survey of the North Sea. seme 144 
OOO square miles, in what its pres­ 
ident Tom O’Malley, described 
today as the biggest aerial mag­ 
netometer survey for oil ever at­ 
tempted. 
The magnetometer, placed in 
stinger-shaped extension of the air* 
plane tail, measures—t h r o u g h 
thousands of feet of rock. hundreds 
of feet of water, and 1.000 feet of 
air—the variations in the magnetic 
field of the earth, the measured 
irregularities a’tcw up as very ob­ 
vious features on a magnetic map, 
O’Malley explained, and delineate 
likely target areas in the search 
for the elusive "black gold." 
TEN SUBSCRIBERS 
Ten majnr oil companies in Eur­ 
ope and the United States have 
subscribed for the survey data be­ 
ing compiled by Aero Service, re­ 
ports O'Malley. It will cost each 
cf them almost ll million—a price 
he compared to one oil drilling 
rig 
Aero Service expects additional 
subscribers for the survey maps 
and record traces before the com­ 
pletion of the prcject by the end 
of this year. The actual flight 
work will be finished by mid- 
October. O'Malley said, but the 
data compilation and map-making 
will take another two to three 
months. 
The idea for the survey began 
with the announced discovery by 
the Dutch of natural gas deposits 
off the coast of Holland The dis­ 
covery led geologists and industry 
to think there might be a huge 
deposta of oil there. 
NEW ENERGY SOURCE 
The economic repercussions of a 
survey, especially in the light of 
the European Common Market, 
•‘could be dram atic," O’Malley 
declared. Aside from greatly re­ 
ducing the cost of transporting oil 
from such distant points as Arab­ 
ia. the discovery of oil in the North 
Sea could provide a new energy 
source and open up new industr­ 
ies in the countries surrounding 
the sea—England. Scotland. Den­ 
mark. Germany, Holland, and Bel- 
gium. 
As 
the 
petroleum 
industry, 
O'Malley noted that so far IO 
major 
companies 
had 
planked 
down almost $1 million on the 
scientifically-based, but still un­

Dramatic Airlift Of U.S. 
Armored Division To Show 
Troop Movement Capability

WASHINGTON (AP)—The dra- 


matic airlift of a full armored div- 
ision to Germany next month 
may foreshadow eventual with- 
drawal of sizable U.S. combat 
forces from Europe and perhaps 
the Far East.

gon strategists are tending in that 
direction in their thinking some 
years ahead. 


Among other things any such 


pullback would ease the balance 
of payments problem by reducing 
U. S. spending overseas. 


The aims of the 18,000-man 


Army-Air Force exercise called 
"Big Lift"—the most ambitious 
long-range air movement of fight- 
ing men in history—are a mixture 
of the military and the political.

The demonstration of this capa-

Treaty Organization area. 


Further, it is felt the spectacle

HELENA. Mont (AP>-Sections

PROTECT THE PRIMITIVE 
The President can be expected 
to make a point of wilderness val­ 
ues.

has

alied that use of the land and 
conservation of resources had to 
be compatible. The National Park 
Service and U.S Forest Service 
were early developments of thus 
thinking. 
In 1931 the first public land was

"wilderness" classification. 
CONTROVERSIAL IN WEST 
The proposed wilderness law Is 
controversial in the West where 
mining and lumbering are major 
industries It would require that 
any changes in the vast system 
come only after presidential and 
congressional action. 
Some 14 million acres of nation­ 
al forest land presently are clas­ 
sified as wilderness, wild or prim­ 
itive. 
The largest and one of the 
most recently designated wilder­ 
ness areas, the Seiway-Bitterroot 
of Montana and Idaho, provides 
an example of the pressures in­ 
volved in preserving such an area. 
MATTER OF VALUES 
The Seiway-Bitterroot is 1.2 mil­ 
lion acres of roadless mountains, 
forests, lakes and streams.

SEEK DEPOSITS

PHILADELPHIA (AP) — Eur-

oil, may become a major source 
in the future if the results of an 
aerial survey by a' Philadelphia 
firm prove rewarding. 
, The company, Aero Service 
Corp., a division of Litton Indus- 
tries, is- conducting a full aerial 
survey of the North Sea, seme 144 
000 square miles, in what its pres- 
-ident Tom O'Malley, described 
today as the biggest aeriai mag- 
netometer survey for oil ever at- 
tempted. 


The magnetometer, placed in 


stingeivshaped extension of the air- 
plane tail, measures—t h r o u g h 
thousands of feet of rock, hundreds 
of feet of water, and 1,000 feet of 


• air—the variations in the magnetic 
•field of the earth, the measured 
irregularities shew up as very ob- 
vious features on a magnetic map, 
O'Malley explained, and delineate 
likely target areas in the search 
for the elusive "black gold." 
TEN SUBSCRIBERS 


Ten major oil companies in Eur- 


ope and the United States have 
subscribed for the survey data be- 
ing compiled by Aero Service, re- 
ports O'Malley. It will cost each 
of them almost $1 million—a price 
he compared to one oil drilling 
rig- 


Aero Service expects additional 


subscribers for the survey maps 
and record traces before the com- 
pletion of the project by the end 
of this year. The actual flight 
work will be finished by mid- 
October, O'MalJey said, but the 
data compilation and map-making 
will take another two to three 
months. 


The idea for the survey began 


with the announced discovery by 
the Dutch of natural gas deposits 
off the coast of Holland. The dis- 
covery led geologists and industry 
to think there might be a huge 
deposts of ofl there. 
NEW ENERGY SOURCE 


The economic repercussions of a 


survey, especially in the light of 
the European Common Market, 
"codd be dramatic," O'Malley 
declared. Aside from greatly re- 
ducing the cost of transporting oil 
from such distant points as Arab- 
ia, the discovery of oil in the North 
Sea could provide a new energy 
source and open up new industr- 
ies in the countries surrounding 
the sea—England, Scotiand, Den- 
mark, Germany, Holland, and Bel- 
gium.

down almost $1 million on the 
scientifically-based, but still un-

"Nothing has pointed up this 


need more dramatically than the 
Jast two summers," says Harry 
A. Dewire, chief of the depart- 
ment's Water Supply Section. 


This past summer alone, exces 


sive dry weather has depleted the 


water supplies of at least eight 
jommunities, Dewire noted. 


One of the hardest hit areas is 


Hanover, Pa., where drastic re- 
strictions, even to the point of 
shutting down industries which 
draw on fche community supply 
iave been threatened unless re- 
ief comes. 
The Hanover Municipal Water 


Works Commission "reported last 
week the water level at the Shep- 
pard and Myers impounding dam 
was more than 110 inches below 
normal. 
EMERGENCY STEPS 


Emergency regulations restrict- 


ing the sprinkling of lawns, wash- 
ing cars and use of water for 
swimming or wading pools were 
imposed Aug 13. One week later, 
Jie commission ordered a halt to 
Jie use of public water for air 
conditioners. 


Hanover is not the only area 


Dewire says the same scene is 
being repeated in Malton; Logan 
ville; Coaldale, Bedford County; 
Delaware Water Gap; Bangor; 
Ebensburg, and Portland, North 
ampton County.

WAIT FOR RELIEF 


"We're in the critical perkx 


now," Dewaire explained, "am 
this generally lasts until the end 
of December."

vith heavy frost, the recharge of 
ground water won't take place un- 
il spring," Dewire said. 
What can a community do? 
Nothing once the drought is 


here. 
EBENSBURG ACTED 


"What they must do is go to 


work b e f o r e the emergency 
arises," said Dewire. "Long be- 
ore a community is affected by 
a dry spell, it must take a hard 
ook at its own situation. It must 
ind and d e v e l o p additional 
sources of water for both pres- 
ent and future use." 


An example is Ebensburg. The 
ambria County community suf- 


Tered a severely from last sum- 
mer's drought. Now it is in the 
process of constructing a huge 
impounding reservoir for emer- 
ency purposes. The dam won't 
e finished for quite awhile, but 
Ebensburg is one community that 
realized something had to be done. 


Dewire says emergency sources 


can consist of streams, ponds, 
springs, wells, practically any- 
thing of ground or surface water 
nature. 
ENCOURAGE ACTION 


"The problem is encouraging 


communities and private water 
companies to take action," De- 
wire said. "We don't like to order 
it and we can't finance it. We are 
a service agency. We suggest and 
make recommendations. But the 
many communities feel it couldn'1 
happen to them, until it does" 


The Health Department with the 


aid of the American Water Works 
Association is doing everything i 
can do to impress on communities 
the importance of good emergency 
water supplies. 


That's where the poster comes

COURT POWER: The Supreme 


Court has been asked to rule that 
federal courts have power to act 
in cases where voters charge th°y 
are being short-changed of repre- 
sentation in Congress because of 
unequal congressional districting. 


The Justice Department filed 


the "friend of the court" brief 
Monday, citing the court's 1962 
decision o p e n i n g the. federal 
courts to suits challenging the 
make-up of state legislatures. 


The brief came as a prelimin- 


ary to the hearing of arguments 
on an appeal by two Fulton Coun- 
ty, Ga., voters after a federal dis- 
trict court in Atlanta dismissed 
their complaint that they were de- 
nied voting power. 


STILL A TRAP: Even refriger- 


ators with magnetic doors ca- 
pable of being pushed open from 
the inside may still be death 
traps for children, a House sub- 
committee has been told. 


Gaylord B. Kidwell, an Army 


colonel who has spent his retire- 
ment years crusading for a solu- 
tion, of the problem, testified Mon- 
day that behavior tests show that 
many children trapped in a dark 
place will simply sit there until 
they suffocate. 


LAOS- Price Souvannah Phou- 


ma/ prime minister of neutral 
Laos, had a one-hour talk Mon- 
day w i t h President Kennedy 
about the problems of Laos and 
neighboring Viet Nam. 


Souvannah Phouma has upset 


American policymakers by sup- 
porting French President Charles 
de Gaulle's call for reunification 
of Viet Nam, divided into Com- 
munist North Viet Nam and South 
Viet Nam. 


The Laos prime minister main- 


tains that unification of Viet Nam 
would be the only way for peace 
to be established in his own trou- 
bled country. 


From here he is flying to Lon- 


don and Moscow to report "on the 
difficulties of the situation." 


Britain and Russia are cochair- 


men of the conference charged 
with seeing that Laos' neutrality 
is honored.

Brown beat the former vice pres- 
ident for the governorship of Cal- 
ifornia last November, it seemed 
Nixon might devote himself to 
law and disappear from public 
life. 


But by spring he was making 


public appearances and state- 
ments again. 


He has insisted he is not run- 


ning for anything and "under no 
circumstances" would he consider 
a draft for the Republican presi- 
dential nomination in 1964. He de- 
fined his role as a "leader of 
opinion" in the party. 
SOMETHING TO SAY 


Perhaps for a politician the 


nest best thing to being a can- 
didate himself is having some- 
thing to say about a lot of things, 
including somebody else who 
might be a candidate. Nixon, now 
50, has been a politician since 
was 33. 


"As the last presidential candi- 


date," he said in July, "my role 
now is to try to guide the thoughts 
of the Republican party. I will 
make some speeches and do some 
writing and I will attend the Re 
publican presidential convention. 


"I expect to have something to 


say on the candidate and the Re 
publican platform. But I do nol 
intend myself to be a candidate 
for any office in 1964."
